'Spend Nothing To 


Fight Greyhound/ 


County Is Asked 


Petition of 24 Marin residents 
against use of any county tax money 
to fight Greyhound Lines’ proposed 
rate increase was filed yesterday 
with the county board of supervi­ 
sors. The petition threatened to file 
a taxpayers’ suit if the board took 
action to supply such funds. 
The residents, freon many parts 
of the county including Inverness to 
the north and Tiburon on the south, 
declared they are ““not interested in 
seeing our tax contributions utilised 
in a manner which might have the 
effect of causing loss or deteriora­ 
tion’* of bus service. 
Two years ago the county spent 
*7500 in hiring two special attor­ 
neys for the district attorney’s of­ 
fice to aid the commuters in their 
fight against rate increase at that 
time. 
On March 31 this year, Leigh Ath- 
eam, president of the Marin Fed­ 
eration of Commuter Clubs, asked 
the board in a letter for financial 
assistance if and when the Grey­ 
hound fare Increase is presented to 
the Public Utilities Commission. The 
letter noted ‘It may be a long rate 
case,** and said an official request 
would be submitted when the funds 
arc needed. 
NOT ANTAGONISTIC 
The petitioners are “thoroughly 
in sympathy with the desires of 
commuting citizens of Marin county 
for low cost, efficient service con­ 
sistent with fan wages and condi­ 
tions of employment, and a fair 
basis for the company. Our action 
in this matter is not to be construed 
as antagonistic to the above mat­ 
ter,” the petition concludes. 
Board Chairman William Fuzsd- 
man noted that there is no money 
in the current budget for providing 
such services even if the board 
wanted to provide them. He read 
over the list of signers and noted 
that “at least one of the San An- 
selmo men signing is a bus driver.** 
The petition was referred to the 
budget file where Atheam’s letter 
is also reposing.

Radar Rays Can 


Injure Humans, 


Officer Claims 


LOS 
ANGELES fU.E — Modem 
military aircraft radar sets give 
off rays powerful enough to kill 
animals am! injure humans, a medi­ 
cal liaison officer of the Navy's 
Bureau of Aeronautics said today. 
Comdr. Sidney I. Brody told the 
Aero Medical Association yesterday 
that 1000-watt radar micro-waves 
from the Navy’s new radar sets 
killed rabbits in 75 seconds. 
He said the present worry is not 
that pilots will be injured, but that 
maintenance crews working the ra­ 
dar’s 16 cm. beam may. over a period 
of time, suffer ill effects. 
Brody pointed out that the latest 
type radar used m aircraft gen­ 
erated up to 1,000,000 watts. 
*A most serious aspect of the 
hazard to humans,** Brody said in 
reference to maintenance crews, “is 
that the eye appears especially sen­ 
sitive to radar microwaves. We are 
worried about possible production of 
cataracts.** 
The naval officer told physician 
delegates to the association’s 24th 
annual meeting that in experiments 
conducted by Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp., a six-year-old radar set ig­ 
nited steel wool 106 feet away. 
He also described how photoflash 
bulbs were flashed at 323 feet and 
at 70 feet an explosion was produced 
by aluminum chips in a gasoline 
vapor-air mixture.

Previously 
the fair had to borrow money to pay 
its bills, then repay the money from 
receipts after the fair.

Creek, a tributary of 
L&gumtas creek, would be stopped 
immediately, He said also that heavy 
equipment working at clearing toe 
bottom of the reservior of brush 
and debris, had been working in toe 
stream, adding to the roiling. “We’ll 
attempt to get this equipment to 
work on the sides as much as possi­ 
ble so as to minimize the amount of 
muddying.” he declared. 
He proteVed, however, that the 
water district had ‘ not had any 
Mea” it was caootng a sitting pro­ 
blem. “Now that it has been 
brought to our attention, we will 
act to alleviate,” he declared. 
Attack on the water district was 
led by A^B. Oko of Inverness, chair­ 
man of the harbor improvement 
committee of Inverness Yacht Club.

Quit Work Is Good 
Decision To Make Now

What are you going to do when 
you quit work for good? 
*Tm going to loaf and fish,** 
you may say and mean it, tail un­ 
less you’re most unusual you’ll 
soon find that the joys of doing 
nothing pall very quickly. ^ 
The time to start thinking about 
retirement is now. If your life is 
wound around your job and its 
associations you may have a hard 
time 
developing 
new 
interests 
when your employment ends. 
If you have a hobby or several 
of them, you’re in an enviable 
position. Retirement 
will 
mean 
more time to do the things you en­ 
joy. More than once, a retirement 
hobby has flowered into a whole 4 
new career for a man or woman. 
Even if it doesn't do that, your 
hobby is likely to keep you in the 
swim of things. 


1I1JT SUPPOSE you have reached 
retirement and never have had 
time or inclination to develop out­ 
side interests. Time is likely to 
pass slowly with nothing to do 
but read, listen to the radio or 
watch TV. All those activities are 
passive. Most people feel a need 
for doing something that’s creative 
or involves contact with others. 


How to get started? 
Many cities have recreation cen­ 
ters for older people. There are 
clubs 
for 
oldsters—golden 
age 
clubs and the like. If you happen 
to live in a community with many 
retired residents all you have to 
do is pick and choose. 
But don't think you have to con­ 
fine yourself to old people's 
groups. Your church 
or 
syna­ 
gogue no doubt has active organi­ 
zations you can enter. Even in 


small Units there are bound o be 
hobby clubs you can join. 


DON'T OVERLOOK 
volunteer 
service to the community. It may 
range from joining the Ground 
Observer Corps to helping out at 
the blood bank. Hdwever, organi­ 
zations which enlist the volunteer 
aid of older people should keep in 
mind that many of them are on 
very restricted budgets. 
Some areas have been experi­ 
menting with camping 
for 
old 
people. In spite of strong initial 
protests from oldsters who think 
of camping as childish, social 
workers have found it works out 
very well. It has been a particu­ 
lar boon for people from large 
cities. - 
However, the camp program that 
does well for children doesn’t suit 
their elders, the camp staffs have 
found. 
Oldsters 
want 
leisurely 
strolls, not organized hikes; sun­ 
bathing, not dips in chilly pools; 
plenty of time to sit and talk to 
each other, not a constant hustle. 


ENROLLING FOR COURSES at 
night school or a nearby college 
is another favorite activity with 
many elderly people — once they 
conquer the feeling that studying, 
like camping, is for youngsters. 
A psychologist ran an experi­ 
ment with three groups of people 
—one aged 20 to 25, one aged 27 
to 37 and one with members be­ 
tween 40 and 70. For two months 
he taught them Russian, a most 
difficult language. All thiee groups 
learned as much Russian as the 
average college graduate learns in 
a year. 
Just to be sure, the same groups 
were 
taught 
shorthand. 
Again 
there was no important difference 
in the skill of the young and the 
old students. 
Often older people have the idea 
they can’t learn, so they won’t try 
unless forced.

The name of the American Le­ 
gion has been so used in recent 
press publications, in connection 
with a so-called “decisively closed 
controversy” and “a rehash of a 
problem already disposed of,1 that 
it seems imperative to state a few 
pertinent facts concerning the en­ 
tire situation. 
Lest there be any misunderstand­ 
ing of the position of the Legion 
on the specific issue involved, I 
cannot emphasize 
too 
strongly 
that the Legion does not now, nor 
has it, at any time, attacked the 
public schools, attempted to sup­ 
press any educational program, 
nor has it, either directly or by in­ 
ference, indicated that it had any 
criticism of our teachers, either 
collectAely or as individuals. 
The purpose of the joint state­ 
ment heretofore issued by repre­ 
sentatives of the Legion and the 
Marin schools was to inform the 
public that each clearly 
recog­ 
nized these facts. As well, they 
jointly declared that no person, 
material or practice, which would 
seek to destroy the American form 
of government, should be tolerated 
in our schools. 
As individual citizens, and as an 
organization, the Legion feels that 
it, or any other citizen, has a per­ 
fect right to bring to the atten­ 
tion of our school authorities any 
materials or practices, either used, 
or proposed to be used, in our 
schools, which appear to tend to 


undermine the patriotism for, or 
lessen the belief in, the government 
of the United States, in the minds 
of the students in our schools. We 
anticipated that the school au­ 
thorities would welcome such in­ 
formation and, in the joint state- 
most, assurance was given that 
such was the case. 
Acting upon this assurance, the 
Legion brought to the attention of 
the school authorities certain ma­ 
terials proposed to be used in a 
school program which, in its 
opinion, would tend to undermine 
the patriotism for and lessen the 
belief of the students in the gov­ 
ernment of the United States. It 
so happened that the materials 
criticized were in a handbook on 
the United Nations, but they might 
have been in a course on any sub­ 
ject. At no time has there been 
any “UNESCO” problem, any more 
than there would have 
been 
a 
“GEOGRAPHY” problem, had the 
materials been in a course on geog­ 
raphy. It might be noted that, were 
all the material to which objection 
has been made deleted from the 
handbook, the education program 
would remain, as well as the over­ 
whelming majority of the refer­ 
ence material. 
Since the Legion did not seek 
the banning of any alleged educa­ 
tional program, but was specific in 
its objection to certain materials 
only, and since the so-called citi­ 
zens’ committee did not, by its 
own admission, consider these spe- 


cific objections, the Legion has 
never felt the issue was concluded 
Neither did the 
Marin Counts 
Board of Education. The board haj 
undertaken to have the objection*! 
material read by the staff of th« 
County Superintendent of Schooh 
(see Ind.-Journal, March 24, 1953), * 
and has indicated it would issue a 
public statement concerning th« - 
same.

On the above basis the Legion 
has been content to rest and tq 
await any further discussion until 
such statement is made. Conceiv­ 
ably, such public statement might 
conclude the discussion. 
Regarding the proposed “public 
meeting” to have been held *1 
College of Marin, I can say with- ^ 
out fear of contradiction, and ^ 
without equivocation, that no on« 
connected with the American Le- * 
gion in any official capacity, noi 
am I aware of any Legionnaire as 
an individual, who requested th« . 
calling of such a meeting. It is. * 
difficult to perceive how any such , 
meeting would have contributed t o 
the above mentioned discussions :

Billion Dollar Businesses Grow, 
In Both Size And In Numbers 


WHEN? 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (JPi — Billion-dol­ 
lar businesses are growing—both in 
size and in number. There are 29 
now with assets of one billion dol­ 
lars or more. Before World War II 
there were 12. Five joined the list 
just last year. 
The 29 included industrials, util­ 
ities and railroads. To these could 
be added 1« commercial banks, 14 
insurance companies and two fi­ 
nance companies topping one bU-* 
ion dollars in asset*—but their as­ 
sets are of a different type than 
those of manufacturing or service 
companies. 
Sixteen of these 29 billion-dollar 
babies also topped one billion dol­ 
lars in gross revenues 
in 
1952. 
Thirteen other companies, whose 
assets were less than one billion 
dollars, also turned in better than 
one billion dollars in sales. 
Thirteen of the 29 top giants 
reported net earnings after take* 
of more than 100 million dollars 
each. Total assets of the 29 are 
around $35.735300,000. 
Topping .he list of giants is the 
Bell Telephone System with nearly 
10 \ billion dollars. It is twice the 
size of the next company, Jersey 
Standard Oil. Other oil companies 
in tile list Include, in order of size, 
Focony-Vacuum, Indiana Standard, 
Texas, Gulf, California Standard, 
Cities Service and Sinclair. 
Third largest company is Gen­ 
eral Motors. Ford also belongs in 
the group but Chrysler fails just 
short of the bUlior. dollar mark. 
Pennsylvania Railroad 
is 
the 
fourth largest company. Other 
rails in the billion dollar group 


are New York Central, Southern 
Pacific, Santa Ft, Union Pacific, 
and Baltimore k Ohio. 
United States Steel is the fifth 
largest company. Bethlehem, in 
15th place, is the only other steel. 
Other companies In the list in­ 
clude; Du Pont, Pacific Oas Sc 
Electric, Consolidated Edison, Gen­ 
eral Electric, Sears Roebuck, West- 
inghouse, and Commonwealth Rai­ 
son.

We’re beginning to think of pic­ 
nics these wonderful spring days. 
Keep these days happy for pic­ 
nickers, by being sure the food is 
safe to eat 


Many people believe that once 
they have cooked food, it will keep 
indefinitely, even in a warm place! 
That's a mistaken belief that has 
caused many cases of food poison­ 
ing. And, here’s the strange thing! 
The danger is that some of the 
foods most responsible for poison­ 
ings show no signs of spoilage what­ 
soever. 


Soft protein foods, such as cus­ 
tards, cream puffs, or cream fill­ 
ings in pie cm cake, cooked salad 
dressings, and gelatine mixtures 
can spoil without our knowing it. 
Also stuped eggs or egg salads, 
and all cooked meats, poultry anfl 
fish may not have any spoiled odor, 
taste or change in appearance, yet 
they could put your family on the 
sick list with food poisoning. 


What can you do about keep­ 
ing foods safe? First of all, foods 
should be cold—d'xectly from the 
refrigerator. You can put them 
into dosed jars or kettles am! in*’ 
sutete them with hesvy newspaper 
wrapping Or, put the whole box 
into a tub of cracked ice wrapped 
in newspaper. The food wilj be 


safe until the ice melts. Special 
containers for picnic goods can be 
bought, but here again, the foods 
should be taken directly from the 
refrigerator. 


Another idea is to take all the 
mixings to the picnic and make up 
the lunch there. You can keep 
sandwich fillings, chilled in a jar 
more easily than the ready-made 


sandwiches. The same holds true 
with salads. Take chilled tomatoes, 
chilled lettuce, celery and carrot 
sticks. Pack your cooked salt 
dressing in some cracked ice and 
bring it along. Put the stuffed eggs 
in a wide-mouthed Mason jar filled 
with ice around the eggs. Actually, j 
anything goes on a picnic, as long 
as you can keep it cool!
